Council Report Tax 
Payments Good 

Over $60,000 of Coleman's town taxes was 
paid in by the end of July, reported secretary- 
treasurer Cliff Noble at council meeting July 
25th. This figure represents approximately 75 
per cent of the annual taxes. 


Discussion was held on the In¬ 
crease in taxes charged to the 
Stop Inn Motel this year, and 
council instructed the secretary to 
write to the assessor to enquire 
how the figure of the land value 
was derived and why the assess¬ 
ment was increased. 

Owner of the Stop Inn Motel had 
lodged a complaint recently re¬ 
garding the increase in taxes. 

Council accepted with regret the 
resignation of Mrs. Betty Johnson, 
who is employed on the town office 
staff as assistant to the secretary. 
Mrs. Johnson will leave on August 
25th. 

Seven applications for the posi¬ 
tion of assistant to the secretary 
were received by council and stud¬ 
ied. Three local applications were 
rejected and the remaining four 
applicants will be invited to meet 
with council early this week to be 
interviewed. Three are from Cole¬ 
man and one is from Foremost. 

A petition regarding dusty con¬ 
ditions at the east end of second 
street was received by council. 
Council will advise the petitioners 
that steps are being taken to have 
the road ripped up, gravelled and 
then oiled. 

Councillor Fred MacLeod re¬ 


ported that the local UIMWA had 
done considerable clean-up and im¬ 
provement work at the Catholic 
and Union cemeteries, and that 
there are a number of piles of old 
wood fences and brush to be haul¬ 
ed away. Council approved the 
own truck hauling the debris away 
to be burned. The cemetery clean¬ 
up is a UIMWA Centennial project. 

Fire Chief Henry Zak presented 
council with a list of new equip¬ 
ment required by the brigade,- 
which included hoses, gum boots, 
coats, helmets, fire hoses, extin¬ 
guishers, lamps, truck tires and 
other equipment totalling $1944.80. 

Council will study the request. 
Fire Chief Zak, assistant Chief 
Ernie Montalbetti and members 
of the brigade will attend a pump 
school in Lethbridge. 

In other business council gave 
first reading to a by-law author¬ 
izing the town to destroy old build¬ 
ings; appointed Peter Walker as 
enumerator and will take steps i,o 
encourage home-owners to hook 
onto the town’s sewer system. 

Gas company foreman Joe Bei- 
gum reported that there were now 
over 580 hookups on to the owned 
Gas Company utility and that 
there were another six applications 
to be serviced.

Recreation Program 
Is Discussed 

Charles Drain, MLA, met with 
Coleman council July 25th to dis¬ 
cuss the recreational program be¬ 
ing organized for the Crows Nest 
Pass towns. 

Mr. Drain presented council with 
an agreement which Minister of 
Youth R. Clarke wished to have 
the concerned Crows Nest Pass 
councils sign so that steps can be 
taken without delay to hire a rec¬ 
reational director for the area. It 
was pointed out that qualified rec¬ 
reational directors are scarce 
Mr. Drain indicated that the ap¬ 
proximate cost to Coleman would 
he $900 per year for a three-year 
period and he pointed out that the 
provincial government would be 
providing $12,000 per year for 
three years to cover the costs of 
the experimental plan. 

The program would involve all 
of the towns in the area as well 
as the ED 10 and an organized 
program of recreation for all in 
the Pass area would be supervised 
by the recreational director that 
will be hired. 

An overall recreational commit¬ 
tee comprising representatives of 
each of the towns and district con¬ 
cerned would govern the plan. 

Now that Coleman has signed and 
Bellevue has sent in its signed 
copy, Mr. Drain will attempt to 
have the other areas concerned 
sign the agreement.

"I'm Tempted To Go Broke" 

In a small town not too far from Green¬ 
horn Farm there are vast numbers of people 
on relief. The number shocked me, because 
the town had seemed so prosperous and busy. 

I asked a merchant about it, and his comment 
was a weird one. 

"Yes," he said, "I think at the very least 
forty per cent of the families in this town are 
drawing relief. I hate to knock it, because 
they are my customers and spend pretty free¬ 
ly with me. But I must admit, I am some¬ 
times tempted to go broke and join them. I 
see them out having fun when I am tied to 
this darned place day after day!" 

I shook my head and went tsk, tsk, so he 
said, "Say - don't get me wrong! I wouldn't 
want anybody to suffer. I don't want any 
hardship, particularly for the kids." 

I reassured him. I knew that he was a 
good man, a hard worker, and a fair dealer, 
and of a kindly nature. But he went on and 
on with his insistence that he was progressive, 
that he believed in welfare payments, that he 
was a good, modern, kind and generous citi¬ 
zen. But it did gripe him to be down at 8:30, 
uncrating merchandise, toting up his books 
(like me, he hates record-keeping), making 
decisions and all the rest of it, while a large 
percentage of the other family men in town 
were living it up on welfare. He was pretty 
sure that he was paying the welfare with his 
taxes, and in the price of the things he had 
to buy for his own family, but he just hated 
to get listed with the old-fashioned crowd 
that thinks of welfare as an evil thing . . . 
even though a necessary evil. 

I came back home to the farm and did 
quite a bit of thinking about men like him, 
torn between a desire to be kind and progres¬ 
sive and a strong feeling that this welfare 
state business has got to be stopped before 
everybody gets "tempted to go broke". 

I'm not tempted to go broke, but it could 
happen \)ery easily without too much effort 
on my part. I believe that if we all worked 
hard, we could build a society so prosperous 
that darn little welfare would be needed; and 
where it was truly needed, it could be gener¬ 
ous. But I just can't swallow the idea that 
darn near half a good-sized town is on relief, 
a town right in the heart of one of Canada's 
most fertile and prosperous valleys! A val¬ 
ley where an hour of labor today will buy 
more potatoes than an hour's labor in the 
'20's bought. 

The welfare state may be a wonderful thing 
for those on welfare-but for how long can the 
rest of us afford it? And if the rest of us go 
broke, who is going to pay the welfare bills?

Young Albertan between tbe ages 
of 16 and 22 are being invited by 
the Alberta Department of Youth 
to serve on a Youth Advisory Com¬ 
mittee responsible to the Hon. Rob¬ 
ert C. Clark, Minister of Youth. 

Any individual, group or organ¬ 
ization is eligible to submit nom¬ 
inations, until September 15, 1967, 
of committee candidates who, in 
their estimation, can best repre¬ 
sent the diversified backgrounds, 
interests and ideas of young peo¬ 
ple in the province.

In announcing plans for the new 
Committee, the Hon. Robert C. 
Clark said his Department was 
concerned that members selected 
represent a broad segment of so¬ 
ciety in Alberta. 

As a guide to those who are in¬ 
terested in nominating members 
for the Youth Advisory Commit¬ 
tee, he suggested that criteria for 
selection should include the follow¬ 


ing representation: age range ap¬ 
proximately 16 - 22 years, male 
and female, single and married, 
urban and rural, academic and 
non-academic backgrounds, wide 
ethnic cross section, broad socio¬ 
economic range and good com¬ 
munication skills. 

Following the September 16,1967, 
deadline, for receipt of nomina¬ 
tions, a committee of three young 
people, approximately 16 to 22 
years of age, will select an initial 
committee of 12 persons from nom¬ 
inations submitted. These twelve 
members will hold their first meet¬ 
ing in October of this year, to re¬ 
view the activities and plans of 
the Youth Department, examine 
the role the new committee is ex¬ 
pected to play and choose nine 
more members to give full repre¬ 
sentation to Alberta youth on the 
21-member Youth Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. 

Any young person between the 
ages of 16 and 22 who would be 
interested in fulfilling the respon¬ 
sibilities of the proposed Youth 
Advisory Committee and is vitally 
interested in the opportunities, de¬ 
cisions and problems facing other 
young people today, should write 
to: Youth Committee, Department 
of Youth, 26th Floor, ON Tower, 
Edmonton, Alberta.

The Forest Fire 
Threat 

The most important enemy of 
forests is fire. 

A single fire cah destroy tens 
of thousands of board feet of 
lumber and vast quantities of 
puipwood as well. With a wind 
behind it, a fire can rage through 
the forest at a tremendous rate, 
destroying all life in an area. 

One such fire ran five miles in 
four hours, destroyed 100,000 board 
feet of lumber and 20,000 cords 
of wood and wiped the area clean 
of wildlife. This is a tremendous 
cost, to be measured in hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 

It was caused by the careless¬ 
ness of a camper who failed to 
extinguish his campfire completely 
before he left it. 

On the average, 90 per cent 
of all fires are due to carelessness 
—smokers dropping lighted match¬ 
es or cigarette stubs onto the for¬ 
est floor, or settlers clearing land 
and letting their brush burning 
fires get away into the timber, or 
campers failing to put out their 
fires completely, or some other 
act of carelessness. 

Every person who goes into the 
forest country has the definite re¬ 
sponsibility of making sure that 
he does not cause such terrible 
destruction. The annual cost of 
fires is far too high, and all citi¬ 
zens of the province should do 
their best to make sure that the 
forests stay green and pleasant, 
full of wildlife and suitable for 
pleasant camping and fishing 
spots. 

Please do your part this 
summer! 

SUNBURN 

(A First Aid Tip From St. John 
Ambulance) 

Too much sun can be harmful. 
St. John Ambulance advises 
progressive exposure,— beginning 
one’s tan with 20 minute sessions, 
then gradually increasing as the 
skin’s burn resistance builds up. 
Early morning or late afternoon 
tanning is recommended because 
the burning ultra-violet rays of 
the sun are then filtered through 
a greater depth of atmosphere be¬ 
fore they reach the body. 

If you do get a sunburn, an ap¬ 
plication of cold cream, olive oH, 
petroleum jelly or cool wet com¬ 
presses can alleviate the pain. 

If the burn is serious, see your 
doctor without delay.

The new technique was develop¬ 
ed by the Coal Mining Research 
Centre of Japan after long studies 


and experiments. *

ported coal now used for produc¬ 
ing coke has moisture eonteat of 
3 to 10 per cent. Ptre^rylng It to 
3 to 5 per cent is believed to make 
it possible to increase coke oven 
productivity by 10 to 15 per cent. 

Nippon Kokan’s tests are under¬ 
way at its Kawasaki plant and the 
company is studying the feasibility 
of adopting the neiw technique at 
its huge Fukuyama Iron Works

plaining about the high prices they 
have been paying for their grocer¬ 
ies and most of their anger has 
been directed at the Supermarket. 
Not many of us, perhaps, tear the 
otter side of the story. The grocer 
has legitimate complaints about 
the consumer and what we are 
costing him. Yes, consumers are 
partly responsible for rising prices. 

How? One of the reasons is shop¬ 
lifting. This problem is by no 
means confined to supermarkets, 
but has teen an increasing prob¬ 
lem for all merchants. This may¬ 
be service with its lessened super¬ 
vision of store merchandise by 
clerks, but it also suggests some 
lowering of moral values. 

Grocers report that the biggest 
increase in shoplifting has occur¬ 
red in the 6 to 18 year group with 
college students among the worst 
offenders. The latter are inclined 
to pick up expensive items from 
the gourmet section. Is this tte 
result of childhood trips to tte 
supermarket with a careless or 
dishonest parent? Tte child of 6 
who is not taught to pay for tte 
candy bar he takes from tte gro¬ 
cer’s shelf, may develop into the 
teen-ager who “forgets to pay for 
the cigarettes or steaks he picks 
up”. 

Children are not the only offend¬ 
ers. Adults, who usually have 
money to pay for what they have 
taken, are at fault, too. 

Many ^fores'* are now laying 
charges against shoplifters and 
courts are handing out stiffer pen¬ 
alties. One Kitchener grocer esti¬ 
mates that he lost merchandise 
worth $100,000 to shoplifters last 
year! 

A particularly expensive item 
that has been disappearing from 
tte supermarket with alarming 
frequency is tte shopping cart. 

Toronto’s 350 supermarkets re¬ 
port that they are each 'using 
an average of one and a half carts 
a week. At $36.00 a cart, that is 
nearly one million dollars a year 
in one city! And we pay for them 
eventually in higher prices.
